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Mayor Fawcett and Councillors Mc- 
Nichel, Day and Swinarton, and Supt. 
Pearson and Secretary Brown com- 
prised the delegation from Macleod 
Town Council to meet the Municipal 
Finance Commission at Calgary on 
April 7th. 

The Macleod delegation waited upon 
the Finance Commission at 2.30 o’clock 
at the Palliser Hotel. The commis- 
sion was represented by. Mr. Justice 
Beck and H. M. E. Evans; the bond- 
holders were represented by Mr. Ap- 
pleten, of Toronto, and the Bank of 
Commerce by Inspector Taylor, of the 
head office, Calgary, and Manager 
Mereer, of Macleod. The other two 
members of the commission—Chief 
Justice Harvey and Mr. Justice Hynd- 


“ man,'were not present. 


‘Estimates for expenditure for the 
current year (1923) were first sub- 
mitted. The commission suggested 
reductions in Macleod school grants 
by means of more pupils in each room, 
some reduction in teaching staff and 
teachers” salaries, and by the cutting 
down of school terms to nine months 
ayear. Ultimately, on hearing repre- 
sentation by Councillors Day and Mc- 
Nichol, the commission advised a cut 
of $1000 on the school estimates for 
1923, instead of a $2,500 cut as at first 
propesed. 

The fire protection estimates have 
for the past two years been subject to 
the adverse criticism of the commis- 
sion, and again this year they sug- 

some economies in the carrying 
out ef the Fire Committee’s program. 

_ In the early stages of the meeting 
the cemmission had congratulated the 
delgation on the showing made by 
Macleod’s utilities on the profit side 
of the ledger, and at. this juncture 
discussion was initiated as to the rea- 
son fer the council’s action in cutting 
the utilities’ staff salaries which had 
resulted in the resignation of prac- 
tically the whole staff . 

Mayor Fawcett then, at some length 
exp! his stand in carrying on with 
Coupcillors McNichol and Thewlis in a 

ity as against Councillors Day, 

.inarton,..Mills. and McLeod. He 

tated that the minority section of the 

mci) had been in favor of postpon- 
ing action in the salaries cut until the 
matter might have been submitted to 
the finance commission at the meeting 
now im progress, but, as per report of 
regular council meetings in the hands 
of the commisssion (notice of his in- 
tention to mail same to the commis- 
sion having been duly announced by 
him at sittings of council at Macleod) 
the objection of the minority had been 
overridden and action taken which had 
resulted in the utilities staff resign- 
ing. In the face of a majority he 
had considered it advisable to carry 
on until the action of the majority had 
come officially to the cognizance of the 
Finance Commission for their consid- 
eration and ruling thereon. 

The chairman of the commissicn, 
Mr, Justice Beck, then expressed the 
opinion that the voting majority of 
the council had apparently ignored the 
finance commission in the making of 
such a radical move as the salaries 
cut, and it appeared to him that the 
action had been taken with a particu- 
lar view to effecting far-reaching 
changes irrespective of the commis- 
sion’s scope of control or opinion as 
to the advisability of the same. 

Councillor Day was then called up- 
on in explanation of the majority ac- 
tion. Mr. Day said that action by the 
majority had not been taken with any 
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intent of disrespect to the commission. 
but altogether in pursuit of economy. 
The conditions involved in the motion 
re salaries seemed reasonable in view 
of general conditions in Macleod, It 
was expected that the staff would ac- 
cept the new scale of pay and work- 
ing conditions and that Macleod would 
be saved about $3,000 per year there- 
by. It was regretted that the action 
resulted in the resignation of the staff 
but it was felt that there was no op- 
tion but to accept same. In reply to 
Mr. Justice Beck’s query as to how 
the situation would be retrieved Mr. 
Swinarton submitted figures as to sal- 
aries paid in different towns of Mac- 
leod's standing, showing that salaries 
as fixed in motion were higher than 
the average in such towns and working 
conditions better. He had the assur- 
ance of an engineering authority of 
20 years standing in the province that 
the positions could be filled satisfac- 
torily and without any loss of effi- 
ciency at figures as per motion, or 
less. 

Messrs. Swinarton and Day admit- 
ted the possibility of the matter of 
cutting of salaries might have been 
approached differently but that econo- 
my was sought in all sincerity, and 
quick action in saving was the key- 
note of their activities. On the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Justice Beck that re- 
scinding of the motions affecting sal- 
aries might be a happy solution of 
the difficulty Messrs. Swinarton and 
Day stated that they could’ not con- 
sider such action. It was their opin- 
ion that a program that did not in- 
volve an economy in salaries of the 
utilities staff could not be supported 
by a majority of the present council 
nor of any council elected in its place 
in Macleod. 

Messrs. Swinarton and Day stated 
that if the commission insisted on re- 
instatement of the utilities staff at the 
former scale of salaries it would in- 
volve resignations from both of them. 

Councillor McNichol in partial fe- 
ply to Mr. Swinarton explained the 
circumstances under which the salary 
of Mr. Pearson had been increased 
to $300 per month (on the approval of 
the Finance Commission), Mr. Evans 
corroborating. Mr. McNichol, con- 
tinued in stating the efficiency in the 
administration of the utilities and the 
results which spoke louder than words 
and in view of such facts objected to 
any disrupting influence that might ef- 
fect the only paying department in 
the Town of Macleod. 

In the meantime Mr. Pearson had 
been asked to withdraw from the 
meeting and after representation as 
above the council members were asked 
to withdraw and Mr. Pearson was 
called before the commission when he 
fully explained working conditions in 
his department and it is assumed sat- 
isfied the commission as to his admin- 
istration of the Macleod utilities. 

The chairman, Mr. Justice Beck at 
different periods of the hearing point- 
edly expressed his disapproval of the 
manner in which the question of reduc- 
tion in salaries had been approached 
by the majority of the council and ex- 
pressed the opinion that these men had 
been summarily dismissed, and he sug- 
gested the re-instatement of the entire 
utilities staff, in fact suggesting the 
rescinding of the motions affecting 
their salaries, and the general tenor 
of his remarks throughout was that 
the administration of Macleod utilities 
as judged by results was highly sat- 
isfactory and that the commission was 
strictly opposed to any disrupting 
influence being brought to bear upon 
the administration of Macleod’s utili- 
ities. Mr. Appleton, representing the 
Bondholders’ Association, heartily 
concurred in the opinions expressed by 
Mr. Justice Beck. 

Mr. Appleton added the comment 
that as representative of the Bond 
Holders’ Association he had to deal 
with and become conversant with cir- 
cumstances in a great many municip- 
alities and that the Macleod utilities 
were showing better results and giving 
greater returns than those of any 
other municipal utilities with which 
he had come in contact. 


It would appear that an impasse 
nad been created regarding the pro- 
per functioning of a town council in 
Macleod, partly by misunderstanding 
on the part of the ratepayers of the 
scope and powers vested in the Fin- 
ance Commission and the friction be- 
tween the commission and the town 
council engendered by precipitate ac- 
tion of a majority of the council act- 
ing without full knowledge and under- 
standing of the relationship of the 
commission to the commitments of 
the council as a whole, and it is sur- 
mised that the outcome of the matter 
will be the appointment of an admin- 
istrator to contro] Macleod’s municipal 
affairs and a definite order along such 
lines is expected momentarily from 
the Finance Commission. 

It is understood that Councillors 
Day and Swinarton practically assur- 
ed the Finance Commission of their 
intention to resign from the council, 
but on their return to Macleod they 
have decided with Councillors Mills 
and Macleod to carry on in pursuance 
of the platform on which they were 
elected, to test the final tenor of the 
findings of the commission.

Hickville-by-the-Hudson is a slang 
name that New York reluctantly an- 
swers to. It is celebrated for the 
number of clever criminal or almost 
criminal coups that are achieved there 
and also for being the residence of 
the victims of these coups. O. Hen- 
ry’s bunco artists had the idea that 
New York was of all towns the easiest 
to work, especially by the impresario 
from the West, and this is probably 
true. At any rate the city that prides 
itself upon its sophistication figures 
more ‘prominently than any other Am- 
erican cities in news of which the 
general is that a fool and his money 
are soon parted. Now and ‘then the 
victims of the parting process are not 
properly to be described as fools. 
Sometimes they are among -the 
shrewdest in the city. A year or so 
ago, for instance, Allan Ryan laid a 
neat trap for the stock exchange brok- 
ers who bought Stutz motor stock 
without being able to deliver it. Their 
failure to make delivery was due to 
the simple fact that Mr. Ryan already 
had the stock in his possession, and 
he would not sell. 

Something similar occurred on the 
stock exchange last week. The out- 
come remains uncertain, but it would 
appear that Clarence Saunders, found- 


er of the famous Piggly-Wiggly stores | 


has caught a lot of speculators who 
had been recklessly selling stock in the 
concern. He says that of the 200,000 
shares, only 2,000 are not in his pos- 
session, whereas, many thousands of 
these shares have been sold. Scores, 
or perhaps hundreds of speculators 
have sold stock that there is no pos- 
sibility of them being able to deliver 
unless they buy from Mr. Saunders, 
and, of course, Mr. Saunders does not 
want to sell. He seems to be in a pos- 
ition in which he can make those who 
were selling the stock settle with him 
for whatever figure he chooses to de- 
mand. He has indicated that he will 
accept some settlements at $150 a 
share, and others at $250. His friends 
say that his profits will run into the 
millions. His enemies, on the other 
hand, say that most of the stock is 
pledged to the banks for loans, and 
that he is likely to have trouble in 
getting hold of it. 
Short Sellers Helpless 

For some time the antics of this 
stock have been puzzling the market. 
There were strong indications that

off the list at the Exchange. So now 
the matter is between Mr. Saunders 
and the brokers who have contracted 
to deliver stock at a certain price and 
find that no stock ‘is available, except 
at a price that Mr. Saunders dictates. 
What usually happens in these cases 
is that when a settlement is reached, 
no stock changes hands. The stock 
remains in the possession of the man 
who has it, and he merely accepts a 
sort of ransom from the rash sellers, 
The amount of this ransom, of course, 
has no relation to the real value of 
the stock. 

If Mr. Saunders is able to make the 
wise men of Wall Street jump through 
his little hoop it will be one more add- 
ed to the triumphs of the farmer boy 
when pitted against the brains of the 
city. Even without this sensational 
climax, Mr, Saunders’ career has been 
sensational enough. His has been a 
swift climb to fame and fortune. He 
was born in Virginia about 50 years 
ago, or less, and was brought up in 
Tenn., working in the local grocery 
store on holidays and after school 
hours. When he was fourteen he was 
earning $4 a month, and when he was 
nineteen he had become salesman for 
a wholesale grocery house. Later on 
he got a better job with a Memphis 
firm. When making his rounds. tak- 
ing orders he made a study of the lit- 
tle practical problems of the grocery 
business. He did not advertise him- 
self as an efficiency man, but he had 
the quick perceptive faculties that ef- 
ficiency men should have, and was able 
to make dozens of valuable sugges- 
tions to his customers, mostly of the 
time and labor saving kind. He would 
suggest that articles most greatly in 
demand should be kept nearest to the 
clerk’s hand; that space might be 
saved by moving the cashier's desk; 
and similar little improvements that 
might not occur to the grocer who did 
not visit other grocery stores. 

Self Serve Groceries 

Then he organized twenty-one of his 
customers as the United Stores, Inc., 
for the purpose of co-operative buy- 
ing for the group, and opened a store 
of his own through which they could 
buy, his profits coming in increased 
sales. This project was a success, and 
in 1915 he went into the grocery bus- 
iness for himself, and the next year 
opened the first Piggly Wiggly store 
in Memphis, with fixtures and ar- 
rangements which he had patented. 
The chief point about this store and 
the other Piggly Wiggly stores that 
soon sprang up in different parts of 
the country was that they saved labor. 
Customers served themselves. The 
innovation swept the country, and 
Saunders sold the Piggly Wiggly name 
and method to New York and other 
eastern cities for a large sum a few 
years ago. The purchaser was Busi- 
ness Builders, Inc., which is now bank- 
rupt, and it said that the men 
sold the Piggly Wiggly stock

Association. A resolution was intro- 
duced by Walter Gow, secretary, em- 
bodying a recommendatioy’ from the 
executive favoring reorganization of 
the Liberal party in this province, 
but after considerable discussion it 
was

that the wording of the resolution 
might offend some federal constituen- 
cies and result in dissension in the 
ranks of Liberals in Alberta. 


DORTCH PAID THE EXTREME 
PENALTY YESTERDAY 

Lethbridge, April 11.—With the 
words “One more step to heaven,” Otis 
Dortch passed to his doom on the scaf- 
fold without flinching at the provin- 
cial jail promptly at six o’clock this 
morning. There was no hitch in the 
execution, and everything passed off 
smoothly and expeditiously. The con- 
demned man was highly strung relig- 
iously, and latterly was resigned to 
his fate. During his stay in~eser 
demned cell he listened attentively 
to the ministrations of the Rev. J. 
Phillips Jones, of Knox church. who 
visited him. The jury called to testify 
to the death of the condemned man 
returned the customary verdict, and 
his death was attested to by the sher- 
iff and the medical officer, Dr. Wray.

PICARIELLO AND LASSANDRO 
LOSE APPEAL 

Ottawa, April 11.—The appeal in the 
case of Emilio Picariello and Florence 
Lassandro, condemned to death for the 
murder of Provincial Constable S. O. 
Lawson, at Coleman, Alta., last Sep- 
tember, was dismissed this morning 
by the Supreme Court of Canada, 
without a dissenting voice. 

The appeal was brought against the 
decision of the Alberta appelate court 
from which Mr. Justice Beck of that 
court dissented. 

Picariello and Mrs. Lassandro were 
originally condemned at Calgary on 
December 2 to hang on February 21 
last, but were reprieved pending the 
decision of the appeal. 

The next move in the case, it is 
expected, will be an application to 
Sir Lomer Gouin, minister of justice, 
for commutation of sentence. Some 
weeks ago, the following decision of 
the Alberta court of appeal, an appli- 
cation for commutation was before 
| Sir Lomer Gouin and the case reviewed 
in detail but appeal to the supreme 
court stayed further proceedings in 
this regard. 

Particular interest attaches to the 
case in view of the fact that one of 
the two condemned is a woman, What 
will be done remains for determination 
by the cabinet. For the last twenty 
years, however, it has been customary 
to commute the capital sentence im- 
posed on a woman. 

The execution, as a result of the 
appeal, has been postponed to May 4

When one thinks 
of the cost and care it takes to winter 
poultry now, the time arrves when, 
from this source the farmer and his 
wife looks for a little help in pur- 
chasing groceries and clothing (which 
unfortunately, one cannot get along 
without).

KILLING OF CRONKHITE 
HAS INVADED POLITICS 


It is said that a Congressional in- | 
vestigation will be held into the cir- | 
cumstances of the death of Major Al- 
exander P. Cronkhite, who either, kill- | 
ed himself or was murdered near | 
Camp Lewis, Washington, on October 
25, 1918. For two and a half years 
afterward it was generally taken for| 
granted that he had accidentally killed | 
himself. Then Roland Pothier, of | 
Providence, R.I., one of the two men} 
with him at the time of his death, | 
made a confession. He said that he| 
had shot the major at the instigation | 
of Robert Rosenbluth, of New York. | 
the only other witness of the act. Ros- | 
enbluth denied the charge and later 
on Pothier withdrew his confession. | 
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almost incredible as it seems on the, 


face of it, : 
A Fine Soldier | 
Cronkhite was a fine type of Amer- | 
ican soldier, and,came of families of | 
soldiers on both sides. When the Un- | 
ited States entered the world’ war | 
there were three generations of Cronk- | 
hites on active duty, the youngest of | 
them being the major, who was twen- 
ty-five years old at the time of his 
death. The young man was universal- 
ly liked and respected, for he was a 
keen officer and an unusually compe- 
tent one. On this October day he was 
leading some of his troop through a 
part of Camp Lewis that was so dense- 
ly wooded that it was impossible to 
see more than a few yards ahead. 
The column had halted while Cronkhite | 
Captain Rosenbluth, and Pothier, a 
bugler on duty as orderly to the major 
went forward to an open space a 
short distance away where it was in- 
tended to stop for lunch. Suddenly 
several shots were fired. A medical 
officer hurried in the direction whence 
they had come and in fifty yards came | 
across Major Cronkhite lying on the 
ground while Rosenbluth and Pothier | 
supported him. | 

No Thorough Investigation 

The story the two eye-witnesses to 
the tragedy told at the time, and 
which was repeated at the military in-| 
vestigation that was held @ day later, 
seemed to explain every thing. It is} 
true that Pothier and Rosenbluth did 
not wholly coincide as to the number 
of shots that had been fired, but this 
slight discrepancy was not considered 
important. They said that as they! 


| were walking through the little clear- | 


ing Major Cronkhite picked up an old! 


| tomato tin, set it on a fence post and 


said he would have some target prac- | 
tice. The first and second shots went 
wide, but the third struck the tin. 
Then, with the revolver still in his 


|hand, Major Cronkhite swung around 


on his heel to call Rosenbluth’s atten- 
tion to the shot, when the revolver 
exploded once more, and he fell to the 
ground, dying almost immediately and 
without uttering a word. The tin with 
the bullet ‘hole and traces of other 
bullets seemed to corroborate the wit- 
nesses. It is now admitted that there 
was no thorough investigation, the 
inquiry being almost formal because 
apparently nobody was in the least 
suspicious. 
A Curious Wound 

There was one strange fact that |

The | 
famous “Bet-you-a-million” John 
Gates was not quite an outsider wher! 
he successfully bucked Wall Street. ; 
He was a mammoth gambler familiar | 
enough with stock speculation when he | 
stumbled across an intéresting situ- | 
ation in Louisville and Nashville. He 
made certain deductions andshad the: 
courage to back them, with the result | 
that he made a profit of $6,000,000 on} 
his deal, At the time the road was 
controlled by August Belmont for the; 
Rothschilds, who were preparing to 
increase the capitalization by $100,- | 
000,000. The money market was tight | 
and they were in doubt how much of | 


the stock would be subcsribed for, ¢o | 


they sold their own stock in order to! 
get funds to buy the new stock. 
Gates’ Coup i 
So Gates began to buy the stock ar} 
fast as it was offered, and one night} 
his clerks, working until four o'clock 
in the morning, discovered that Gates 
had control of the road. He conclud- 
ed that he would run it for a while, 
but soon the Morgans, who needed it 
more than Gates did, gave him a profit 
of $6,000,000,000 and he stepped out. 
Later on, in the Northern Pacific 
scramble, it is said that Wall Street 
got back most of the money. The first 
corner on Wall Street occurred in 
1835, the stock in question being the 
Morris Canal, a great speculative fav- | 
orite in those days. It was.forced so} 
far above its real value that the spec- | 
ulators began to sell short. Then 
those supporting the stock formed a 
pool, to buy all the stock offered, which 
was then locked in a trunk. When 
the day came for the sellers to deliver 
they found the only way they could get 
the stock was by robbing the trunk, 
and, no feasible plan for doing this | 
presenting itself, they were obliged to 
appeal to the exchange. They alleged | 
a conspiracy and were relieved of their 
obligations. 
The Wily Commodore 


Commodore Vanderbilt was the au- 
thor of many a smooth piece of work 
on Wall Street, one of the earliest 
being connected with Harlem rails, by 
means of which he took some millions 
from members of the Common Council | 
of New York and the State Legisla- 
ture. No sympathy was extended to 
them, for they tried to whipsaw the 
Commodore, a job for which they were | 
not by nature happily ‘adapted. An} 
ordinance permitted the Commodore 
to build a railway down Broadway to 
the Battery, and on the strength of it 
the stock began to rise. Then the 
Councillors decided that they would 
sell the stock short, and later on by 
repealing the ordinance knock the bot- 
tom out of it. The Commodore heard 
of the scheme and began to buy all the} 
stock that was offered to him, which 
was considerably more than in exis- 
tence. Then the Councillors repealed 
the ordinance and an injunction was 
issued preventing the laying of rails 
on Broadway. 

Babes in the Wood 


But to the dismay of the amateur | 
speculators the stock fell away only | 
three points. When they tried ‘to! 
cover it shot up to 100, then to 150, | 
and then to 179, At the last figure | 
they were obliged to settle, the mem- | 
bers themselves having lost a million | 
dollars, while their friends on the out- | 
side lost several more. The Commo- | 
dore made a neat profit of $6,000,000! 
and also enjoyed a laugh. This occur- 
red in 18638, and the following year 
the State Legislature was vain enough 
to try a similar trick on Vanderbilt. 
He had purchased contro] of the Hud- 
son River Railroad at 8 or 9 and de- 
sired to consolidate it with the Har-| 
lem. The Legislature obligingly ag- 
reed to pass the bill for the consolida- 
tion and Harlem stock went up to 150, 
At this price the legislatgrs sold and 
advised their friends to do the same. | 
Then the bill was defeated and the 
stock dropped to 90.
